Life Insurance Sales were up 6 per cent in December 
from November, 8 per cent from December, 1949, and 17 
per cent for the year 1950 as compared with 1949. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index was down 1 per cent in December from 
November, but was 20 per cent above December, 1949, 
and for the year 1950 was 14 per cent above 1949. 

Electric Power Production was up 6 per cent in Decem- 
ber from November, 16 per cent from November, 1949, 
and 13 per cent for the year 1950 as compared with 1949.

Construction Activity as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded was up 33 per cent in December from No- 
vember, 60 per cent from December, 1949, and 50 per cent 
for the year 1950 as compared with 1949. As compared 
with December, 1949, residential construction was up 10 
per cent, nonresidential 113 per cent, and public works 
and utilities 53 per cent. For the year 1950 as compared 
with 1949, residential construction was up 76 per cent 
and nonresidential construction 34 per cent. 

Retail Sales of independent dealers were up 33 per cent 
in December from November, 14 per cent from December, 
1949, and for the year 1950 were 10 per cent above 1949. 

Dyers’ and Cleaners’ Sales dropped 4 per cent in De- 
cember from November, and were 1 per cent below De- 
cember, 1949, but for the year 1950 were fractionally 
above 1949. 

New Passenger Car Registrations in 40 counties were up 
19 per cent in December from November, 41 per cent from 
December, 1949, and 30 per cent for the year 1950 as com- 
pared with 1949.

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Employment Variations in Ohio/ By Size of Firm ' 


Employment trends, in addition to varying by kind of 
business or industry, also show variations within a given 
industry by size of firm. Some factors which might af- 
fect employment variations by size of firm are as follows. 

In a given industry, larger firms may be able to intro- 
duce labor-saving machinery more efficiently and finance 
it more easily than can smaller firms. Also, larger firms 
may be able to reduce or increase the number of persons 
they employ by smaller increments. A firm employing 
100 persons could lay off or hire one employee which 
would amount to a 1 per cent change; a smaller firm, on 
the other hand, employing less than 100 persons could 
hardly lay off or hire 1 per cent of its employees (except 
in terms of man-hours). If one employee were discharged 
or hired by a company employing five persons, it would 
amount to a 20 per cent change. 

Employment trends by size of firm in three major non- 
manufacturing industry groups—wholesale trade, retail 
trade, and service—for the month of October in 1942, 
1947, 1948, and 1950, will be examined. These industry 
groups are rather broad and hence include different kinds 
of businesses which in turn affect the size of firm. For

As compared with October, 1947, employment in Oc- 
tober, 1950, showed increases among the smaller and 
larger firms. The medium-size firms experienced employ- 
ment decreases. Employment in October, 1950, as com- 
pared with October, 1948, showed similar trends. Both 
the small and large firms experienced employment in- 
creases while the medium-size firms had decreases in em- 
ployment, 


Retail Trade 


The over-all increase in employment, October, 1950, 
from the same month in 1942, was 14 per cent. Both the 
small and large firms with the exceptions of those firms 
employing 100 to 200 persons experienced employment in- 
creases over this period. The largest increase, 24 per 
cent, occurred in the smallest size retail establishments.

The over-all decrease in employment, October, 1950, 
from October, 1947, was 5 per cent. Only the small-size 
retail establishments showed increases in employment 
over this period. Employment in October, 1950, as com- 
pared with October, 1948, was down 9 per cent with the 
larger size firms experiencing the larger relative de-
